DEATH KNELL TO POOLRGOMS. 


LEGISLATURE HAS A RIGHT TO 
REGULATE GAMBLING.

Judge Willis Clark decided Saturday 
morning that the breeders’ law was consti- 
tutional and valid and the death knell of 
the downtown poolrooms was sounded. 
This is the view taken by Chief Campbell 
and the police and the war again:t the 
gamblers wiil not cease. 

In passing upon the question Judge Clark 
did not announce his position from the 
bench. There was a motion 
information against a dozen of the book- 
makers who had been arrested by the po- 
lice. The contention of the bookmakers 
that the iaw under which they were 
charged, namely, the breeders’ law, was 
unconstitutional. Judge Clark simply an- 


of defendants’ attorneys. The immediate 
effect will be that the defendants will be 
forced to trial on the merits of the charges. 

TWo years ago Judge David Murphy, 
then presiding on the Court 
Correction bench, ruled that the law was 
unconstitutional. His ruling was to the 
effect that the law was class legislation, 
and that it prohibited men from engaging 
in a business In one part of acity that was 
recognized in another. 

Judge Clark takes quite a different view. 
In sneaking on his ruling to the Post-Dis- 
patch Judge Clark said: 

“The pceolroom cases must now go to trial | 
on their merits My ruling does not af- 
fect the cases directly. In my opinion, 
the occupation of gambling is one that the 
Legislature has a perfect right to legis- 
late. It is also my opinion that the law 
is properly worded and is legal. 

“If the Legislature makes it legal for the 
betting-on hermfe races at track, and tiie 
law by 
their licerse, I do not think that 
enzagine in the same business 
byt who does not pay the license fee de- 
manded can defend himself by attacking 
the men who co comply with the law. 

“Then again, I do not think that the 
lower courts should decide the work of 
the Leg'’slature unconstitutional unless it 
is very plain that the legal questions iIn- 
piainly in error or the law is 
plainly improperly worded. It is my be- 
lief that the Supreme Court should pass 
on euch questions.” 

Chief of Police Campbell was pleasea 
when Judge Clark’s opinion was announced, 

“This mak2s the closing of the poolrooms 
a comparatively s'mple matter,’ he said. 
“We have always been abu.e to get plenty 
of @evidence, but when Judge Murphy 
clared the breeders’ law unconstitutional 
we had no way of getting the evidence 
into court. Now we can proceed and we 
will keep the rooms closed tight.’’

Transvaal Officers Will Not Surrender 
the Prisoners Taken at Chevely 
and Say That the Dead Have 
Already Been Buried.

ESTCOURT, Natal, Friday, Nov. 18.—Dr. 
Briscoe, who was in charge of the Red 
Cross train sent to bring the killed and suc- 
cor the wounded of the armored train dis- 
sater, gives an interesting account of a sec- 
ond interview which he had with the Boer 
commandant, who met Dr. Briscoe as soon 
as he left the train carrying a white flag. 
The commandant replied to the Doctor's 
request for permission to remove the dead 
and wounded by saying that there was no 
need to hand over the dead, who had al- 
ready been buried, and that so far as the 
wounded were concerned, they were being 
well cared for by the Boer hospital corps. 

The Boer commandant and Dr. Briscoe 
interchanged compliments on the pluckiness 
exhibited on both sides. The commandant 
spoke Pnglish fiyently, was of highly pol- 
ished manners, gxpressed admiration for 
the British «s ers, and promised to do 
his beet to get the names of the killed. 
When questioned concerning the where- 
abouts of Lieut. Winston Churchill, the 
correspondent of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch, the commandant replied: 

“Tl do not know.”’ 

Dr. Briscoe says the public and the rela- 
tives of the wounded may be assured that 
they will be well cared for, as a Scotch 
surgeon, Dr. Maxwell, was pressed into the 
Boer service at Ermelo to take charge of 
the Boer hospital. 

Capt. Wylie, in an interview says that 
Sergt. Tod deserves special. mention for 
having surrounded him with bow:dera to 
protect him from rifle fire when laying 
helpless and wounded. Tod even lay down 
beside the officer to cheer him up. A. shell 
landed among the protecting bowlders, 
spattering them with earth, but Capt Wylie 
sustained no further injury. But for Tod 
he would have been killed. Several men 
escaped marvelously. 

When Winston Churchill requested Capt. 
Wrlie to call for ¢olunteers to. remove the 
upset truck, bullets, it is said, were drop- 
ping on the train “like rain.’’ The men 
throughout stuck to their work, responding 
to the noble example set by Churchill and 
Lieut. Frank!in, until the line was cleared. 

(Churchill actually left with the ,engine, 
but he got out at the next station, Frere, 
took a rifle from a soldier, saving he could 
not leave the wounded, and walked away 
in the direction of the Boers 

Sergt. Hassett of the Dublin Fusillers be- 
haved with the greatest gallantry. He took 
eharge of the firing party and 6tood up un- 
flinchingely dur'ng the Boers’ hot fire.- His 
example electrified the Fusiliers, who kept 
the Boers at bay by volleying. 

Capt. Haldane fell early in the engage- 
ment, shot through the shoulder. 

Lieut. Franklin's conduct is highly 
praised. He exhithited great coolness dur- 
ing the critical peiiod. He is reported mizs* 
ing. 

Copeland of the Durban Volunteers was 
crushed to death hy the derailed truck, 
and Godfrey, a mMplate laver. was shot 
through the head, but is dotue well. 

Lieut. Alexander had an exciting experi- 
ence. A fueilier, who had been wounded 
in the arm ‘Sy a ehell, which shattered 
the limb, swung around and hit Alexander 
in the neck, almost smothcring him with 
blood. The shel! burst in front of the 
Lieutenant, on a level) with his face. and he 
staggered, blinded for a moment. The next 
instant he saw his comrade lying dead at 
his feet. while he himself was unharmed.

tained at Quaranting under suspicion of 
having bubo1'c plague among the crew. | 
One man died at sea Nov. 7 with very sus- 
picious symptoms, and Capt. Walters and 
the ehip’s cook are both ill and showing 
indications of bubonic swellings. 


The J. W. Taylor left Santos, Brazil, 


Oct. 24 with a fuil cargo of coffee and 


sailed direct for this port. On Noy. 1 Rob- 


ert Hope, the steward, aged 22 years, was 


taken sick and the 7th he died. His body 
Was buried at sea, He was a native of En- 
gland. 

Hope had been in the hospital at Santos 
for about two weeks, suffering from erup- 
tion, thought to be eczema. He returned to 
duty before the steamer sailed,\,and after 
seven days at sea complained a pains in 
the head, limbs and back. He was put to 
bed in an exhausted condition, and on the 
second day developed fever. 

The captain treated him with such reme- 
dies as the ship’s medicine chest afforded 
and nursed the man with care until he 
died. 

On arrival at Quarantine the case was 
reported to the health officer, and in view 
of the fact that the captain and cook, who 
were in constant contact with the sick man, 
were both ailing, the steamer is detained at 
Quarantine for disinfection. The sick men 
will be transferred to Swinburne Island for 
treatment. All of the crew will be sent to 
Hoffman Island for observatjon.

GATES ON TRUST PHILANTHROPY. 


Some of the statements made by John W. Gates of the 
Steel and Wire Trust before the Industrial Commission are 
hardly in accord with facts. 

Mr. Gates says that his trust does not seek a monopoly, 
and that its disposition is to encourage other similar trade 
OLBanizations. 

If this is so, why has the trust, as Mr. Gates admits, shut 
down a number of its plants? If it does not hope to cover the 
market would it not prefer to run its own plants to the full 
capacity, rather than see other and competing corporations 
cutting in on its market? Is the trust a business organiza- 
tion, and is it not good business to°’hold the market as far 
as possible? 

Mr. Gates further asserts that the enormous Increase in 
prices of steel und wire products since the trust was or- 
ganized are ue to increase in wages and cost of materials. 
Yet many of the plants have been shut down. Does not the 
saving from clusing these plants and dismissing the work- 
men and managers who were employed in them far exceed 
the increase in wages that is claimed to have been granted 
to the workers still retained? Is not the trust making an 
enormous saving from this source? The increase in cost of 
raw materials does not account for the much greater in- 
crease in prices of products. That has simply been brought 
about because the trust is able to bring it about, through its 
monopoly. 

All this commercial cant does not for a moment deceive 
the people. They know that trusts are not formed for pur- 
poses of philanthropy. The trust apologists might as well 
save their breath.

CORFORAL PUNISHMENT. 


The Kansas City Board of Education has adopted a rule 
prohibiting any bodily punishment in the schoolroom, such as 
shoving, slapping or shaking. Hereafter punishment of this 
sort must be administered in private and be witnessed by a 
principal or two other teachers. 

This sensible iule is the result of the death of a little girl 
who fell into cunvulsions after a mild slapping by the teacher. 

Corporal punishment should be the last resort of a teacher 


who has triel all other means of correction and exhausted 


his patience beside. 

It is questionable whether in such cases the fault is not as 
much the teacher's as the pupil’s. Few children are incorri- 
gible. They are mischievous, but not malicious, and if an ap- 
peal is made to their better nature, they rarely fail to 
respond. It is the part of wisdom to elicit their best. If that 
were done, more patiently and systematically, it might not be 
necessary to suppress their worst, which would die for want 
of attention.

The Missouri University Talks of Hav- 
ing One Next Season. 
There is to be a boat crew at the Missouri 
University.

The preliminaries were held last week, the 
races being entirely single scull events, and 
about 16 men qualified.

The regatta on Monday is to be he ld on 
the Perche, about seven miles from Colum- 
bia. where the Missouri Mialand Railway 
cragses the Perche. The course is about a 
mie and a quarter in length, and about 100 
fect wide. Two handsome siiver cups afe 
offered as prizes. 

The idea of a crew has been m ade possible 
recently by the completion of the Missouri 
Mii lland Railway, -onnecting ¢ ‘olumpia with 
the M., K. & T., and, in ide ntaily, with the 
Perche and Missouri Rivers. 

The plan was originally proposed by an 
official of the Missourt Midland, and has 
met with the enthusiastic approval and Co- 
operation of the University authorities. , 

The location eelected for the races nex’ 
Monday would probably in the future be 
used only in practice, being but 15 minutes 
ride from Columbia. A little further down 
the course, however, about half a_ mile 
from McBain Station, the Perche forms 
with a bend tin the Missouri a magnificent 
laroon, which extends in a beautiful three- 
mile stretch of placid water, straight away 
to the Missouri River. 

This. it is thought, would make one of 
the ideal courses of the conrntry, being from 
a quarter to a half a mile in width, and 
so protected that the water is at all time s 
comparatively calm. 

Enthueiastic students and alumni are al- 
ready looking forward to the day when 
they will cheer on to victory a crew of 
old gold and black jerseys in their annual 
race with Wisconsin. 

The plan seems entirely practical, hav- 
ing. as it does, the hearty co-operation of 
both the university and railroad authorities. 
President Jesse is quite enthusiastic on the 
subject, ‘as aleo is ‘Mr. Ely, general man- 
ager of the Missourt Midland, who, with 
Prof. Shaw of the Electrical School, has 
charge of the regatta next Monday. 

Mr. Ely intimates the possibility of a 
gift of a four-oared shell from the Missouri 
Midland next spring, if sufficient interest is 
shown. and it ts also eaid there will be a 
like gift from other parties who have 
shown an interest In the matter.

ENORMOUS TRADE GROWTH. 


Careful Estimate Made of Exports and 
Imports for Ten Months of the 
Present Year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18—The foreign 
commerce of the United States for the 
closing year of the 19th century will reach 
$2,000,000,000. This will be the highest figure 
yet reached in the country’s history. 

The figures of the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics show the total exports for the 10 
months ending with October, 1899, to be 
$1,029, 242,000 . Last year they were $987,879,- 
000 for a corresponding period. 

An examination of the detailed figures of 
the nine months of the year already acces- 
sible shows that the exports of manufac- 
tures In that period were $50,000,000 in ex- 
cess of those of the correspondi months 
of the preceding year, and $65,000, reater 
than those of the same months of 1 while 
the products of the mine were $4,000,000 
Sreater than those of the corresponding 
months of last year, and those of the forest 
$6,000,000 in excess of the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. 

Imports have increased more than ex- 

ports, for they were unusually low in 1898, 
while exports were unusually high in that 
year. The total importation ae —— 10 
months ending with October, 1899, 
375,000, against $527,734,000 in the we Rt 
ing months of last year. This large in- 
crease in importations is chiefly in supplies 
for the manufacturers, whose increased ex- 
ports are already noted, and in foodstuffs 
which cannot be produced at home. The 
increase in importations of material] for use 
of manufacturcrs, including crude and par- 
tially manufactured, was in the nine months 
ending with September $50,000,000, a sum just 
equaling the increase in exportations of 
manufactures during that time. -In food- 
stuffs, the increase in importations during 
the nine months was, in round terms, $88,- 
000,000. of which nearly $30,000,000 was in 
sugar, the increase in tmportations of manu- 
factures ready for consumption being $%8,- 
000,000, and articles of voluntary use, lux- 
uries, etc., $15, 000.

‘Society takes ite tone from the muilti- 
tude. A couple come to me and say: 
“Father O'Reilly, we want to be married, 
and as we don’t care to have the recep- 
tion extend through the entire day, why, 
we want to have the ceremony performed 
in the afternoon.’ You don’t suppose I am 
going to cause any heart-breakings there 
by a refusal of the request, if it lies in 
my power to grant it? Not for the world. 
I would as soon try to make the ocean fit 
into a sea shell as try to change the cus- 
toms of society. 

“We are confronted with a condition, not 
a theory. If our surroundings were purtly 
Catholic it woufd be different. We must 
frame our rules in harmony with the peo- 
ple.

“Well there is where IT am always dis- 
posed to be liberal. I recollect but a short 
time ago I was called from the confes- 
sional by a couple who desired to be united 
without delay. The young man was a non- 
Catholia while his intended was a mem- 
ber of this congregation. I told them of 
the dispensation that was required and 
they went to the chancellor's office with a 
letter written by me. That letter Was an 
application on which I could have mar- 
ried them had net the chancellor been 
found at home. As it was they were made 
one inside of an hour after the original 
request was made of me. Why did I s0 
act? fecause I felt that if I cautioned 
them to wait they would have a civil con- 
tract performed, Scandal is a vad thing 
and we should anticipate the injury it may 
cause and avoid it.” 

“Do you think the rule pertaining to the 
marriages of Protestants and Catholics at 
the priest's house instead of at the home of 
one of the contracting parties should be 
abrogated?’ 

“I will answer that by telling you a4 
story. A schoolteacher once asked the 
clown of the class for his judgment on an 
event tliat might happen in the future. 
‘T’ll answer you when the case comes up,’ 
the clown replied. That’s where I will 
stand on this question. jut this I will 
eay, if I had to act on the spur of the 
moment, I would let them be married 
wherever they wanted to. I contend that 
religion is benefited by such a course, 

“Not long ago I learned that the angelus 
bell which rings at noon interrupted the 
sermon of the Rev. Mr. King, who preaches 
across the way in the Episcopal Church. I 
was informed that he had to stop speak- 
ing while the bells tolled. Immediately I 
stopped the ringing of the bells and have 
ordered that the custom be permanently 
discontinued. The gong which its sounded 
on the altar at the hour I deemed would 
suffice.”’ 

“Is the marriage of a Protestant to a 
Catholic by a minister or a Justice of the 
Peace valid?’ 

“It is, provided the’ non-Catholic person 
is baptized... If such be the case, then a 
priest cannot remarry them. If both partles 
are Catholics th@n they must be remarried 
by a clergyman.of their own faith, since 
then a question of jurisdiction aritees.. The 
Council of Trent requires that. they must 
be married in the parish of either one of 
the contracting parties. When a Catholic 
is married to a non-baptized Protestant a 
new ceremony must be performed and the 
fact of ne being non-baptized changes 
the validity of the ceremony. It is, in 
other words, an impediment which existed 
before the marriage. 

“There is punishment necessarily meted 
out to the Catholic when he fe married by 
other than a priest, but this feature is a 
secret. and no one outside of the offender 
knows what it is. There is no public hu- 
miliation; at least, so far as I am con- 
cerned,”’ 

Father O'Reilly is about @ years old and 
is accounted one of most learned and 
popudar priests of the dlocese. He hae been

RABBI HARRISON SELECTED BY 
ACTORS’ CHURCH ALLIANCE. 


HE TALKS MODERN DRAMA. 


Believes That There Should Be a Bet- 
ter Understanding Between the 
Church and Stage. 


Dr Leon Harrison, rabbi of Temple Israel, 
has been invited to become a chaplain of the 
Actors’ Church Alliance, and has announced 
his intention of accepting. He will perform 
the duties of his position in conjunction with 
Dr. W. W. Boyd, who was also nominated 
as a chaplain of the alliance a few weeks 
ago. ° 

In discussing hig appointment, 
S0n declared that he accepted it with a 
feeling of genuine sympathy. He pro- 
nounced the stage a good teacher between 
which and the church he thought there 
should be a better understanding. He said: 

The pulpit to-day is a giant and a 
dwarf. Consider how many influences are 
its confederates, multiplying its power in- 
finitely. yet shrinking its special sphere and 
needfulness into most contracted dimen- 
sions. The ipulpit thus is greater than 
it knows and weaker than it thinks. The 
press, the eyes, ears and mouth of the 
people, trumpet forth its crude morality. 

Patriotism teaches unselfishness and 
largeness of view. Fiction is revealing to 
re mpiciede & newer world than Colum- 

us divined. By fiction, men are tau 
, y t ; are taught 
ie truth, taught to judge themselves un- 

4 the guise of others. 
ne of all such modern agencies the stage 
sas bin most characteristic, uniting to the 
DY icity of the press the impressiveness 
: prt, the magic of eloquence and the 
tre of life. Behold, behind the foot-

Greek drama was origi- 
nally an act of worship. It developed there-

or, 

The Romans imported the Greek drama, 
likewise making it a feature of religious 
ceremonial. On the right side of the stage 
stood the god Bacchus, on the left the spe- 
cial deity of the festival. The Romans, a 
sensual people, consecrated their pleasures 
and dubbed them holv. Juvenal and Gibbon 
portray the Roman stage in flaming words 
and frightful pictures, It became a nursery 
of shame, a pest house of all the vices, a 
legal pander to popular lust ané license A 
decree finally closed them until the. 700th 
year of the republic. 

The church indeed triunrphed, but in.time. 
like all victors, fed its omnivorous appetite 
with the spoils of conquest. Centuries 
passed, The dark ages moved on in a pFro- 
cession of dead.and wasted years. Again the 
theater revived, again it was nursed at the 
ample breast of the church, again it was 
founded upon religion. At the mass illus- 
trations were introduced of the scenes of 
scriptural readings. At the great chruch 
festivals, graphic pictures of the shepherds, 
the nativity and the resurrection were 
shown to the people. The laity welcomed 
and encouraged the diversion. Three scaf- 
foldings represented heaven, earth and hell. 
God appeared on the stage, Inter the dev- 
ii and his imps to banter, jests and ex- 
change coarse jokes. The saints and apos- 
tles plaved their part. The moralities ush- 
ered in the next development. Virture: 
were allegorized and personified, until at 
last debauehery and riot disgraced 
travestias of religion, until at last faith, 
hope and charity reeled on the stage before 
the king dead drunk, and further perform- 
ances were forbidden. 

But the drama had 
came Elizabeth with 
tal songsters, whose stirrng not gave 
England an inheritance and the world an 
enternal treasure. How poor we would be 
without Shakspeare’s microscopic. and 
scopic eyes! This planet is his pedestal, : 
humanity his audience. He was not barren 
of intellectual prageny. They have taught, 
stimulated, chastised and dehghted mil- 
lions. They bave been the censors of so- 
elety and the forsterers of enlightenment. 
They have picked the bubble, of humbug 
and torn off the false feathers of hypoc- 
racy. What mere can man want of th 
stage if it must both please and instruci” 
Nevertheless, the orthodox clergy is loud 
mouthed in its villification.

On December 28, 1898, Mrs. Adams took 
some of the contents of the alleged bromo- 
seltzer bottle and died almost instantly. 

Cornish tasted the dregs in the glass and 
was prostrated. 

Dr. Edward F. Hitchcock 
dregs and was made ill. 

The contents of the bottle sent to Cornish 
were analyzed and found to contain cyanide 
of potassium. 

The contents of the bottle sent to Bar- 
net were analyzed by Prof. R. A. ‘Witthaus 
and were found to contain cyanide of mer- 
cury. 

The question arose: “Who sent these 
polsons?”’ And then came the further ques- 
tion: “Wha? 

In looking about for the supposed mur- 
derer and his motive the police learned of 
the relations which had existed between 
Molineux, Cornish, Barnett and Miss Chese- 
brough, and of the violent quarrel between 
Molineux and Cornish. Molineux’s name 
was repeatedly mentioned in connection 
with the deaths of Barnet and Mrs.. Adams 
but no tangible evidence could be found and 
he was not molested. 

On Jan. 2, 1899, Roland B. Molineux called 
on Capt. McClusky, Chief of Detectives, and 
offered himself for arrest. He was then 
told that he was not wanted. Subsequently 
he was arrested, charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Adams, 

Molineux testified before Coroner Hart at 
the inquest, on February 10, 1899, and the 
Coroner's jury he'd him on the charge of 
murder. He was indicted by the Grand 
Jury on March 1, but on April 12 the in- 
dictment was dismissed as insufficient. The 
May Grand Jury refused to indict Molineux, 
but the June Grand Jury indicted him for 
the murder of Mrs. Adams. 

All during this time there was talk of a 
man who had rented a box at a place on 
Broadway where he could receive his pri- 
vate mall. 

This man gave him name ae H. Cornish. 

This man has been identified as Roland 
B. Molineux. 

The identification was made by Joseph 
Koch, manager of the Commercial Adver- 
tising Agency at 1620 Broadway, above 
Forty-ninth street. Last Saturday he made 
a lengthy affidavit before the Commissioner 
of Deeds, in the course of which he said: 

During the week ending Dec. 17, 1898, 
and, as near as I can fix it, on or about 
Dec. 14, a young man came into the agency 
and inquired if he could arrange to receive 
his mail there. © °* * I #tood facing him, 
within about three feet of him, during our 
conversation, I saw him distinctly. * * ®@ 
In reply to my questions he eaid he did not 
wieh to advertise, but only to receive a 
small amount of mail, 

lie said he was not then prepared to make 
final arrangements about the mati; that he 
was inquiring for a friend who desired the 
information. Then he departed. 

On Dee. 21, 1808, a man hastily entered 
the agency and inquired if he could arrange 
to receive his mall at our address. The ar- 
rangement was made and he paid two 
months in advance. We aasigned box 10 
to his mall. 

Ile gave hie name as H. Cornish. 

On Dec. 23 or 24 there came a sample box 
of Kutnow powder In an envelope addressed 
to Hi. Cornish. A few days later there came 
A email box addressed to H. Cornish, which, 
the pelice subsequently told me, contained 
Calthos These pleces- of mall, 
with a letter from Cincinnati, were inad- 
vertentiy put info box 8, and so were never

I attended the Inquest in the case of Mrs.

Koch are extremely important, for the rea- 
son that they serve to connect Roland B. 
Molineux directly with the letters which 
were sent out to patent medicine concerns 
prior to the poisonings, under the names 
of Molineux, Barnet and Cornish. 

These letters are virtually all that there 
is against Molineux in the way of positive 
evidence. 

There are nine of these letters, as follows:

A letter signed H. Cornish, addressed to Dr. 
Steger or to Dr. A. M. er; sent in Jan- 
vary, 1898. Latter destroyed. 

A letter signed Roland Molinenx, No. 6 Jersey 
street, Newark, J., addressed to Dr. 
James Burns, No. 350 Columbus avenue, New 
York City. Envelope mailed June 1, 1898. 


The correspondence carried on by the 
real Molineux under his own name and by 
the bogus Barnet and by the bogus Cornish, 
was all of the same kind--requests for 
samples of proprietary drugs. The poison 
was afterward sent in a bottle of this kind 
mixed with harmless drugs. 

For example, there came to box 10, No. 
1620 Broadway, addressed to H. Cornish, 
the following articies: 


1. A sample bottle of Kutnow’'s powder. 

2. A sample bottle of calthos capsules. 

8. A letter from a drug firm, P. O. box 684 
Cincinnati, O. 


These were put by mistake into box No. 
9 and were founé by Koch after the death 
of Mrs. Adams and delivered to the police. 

It is said the contents of the sample 
bottle of Kutnow’s powder were analyzed 
and found to contain cyanide of mercury, 
but th's has never been admitted by the 
poiice. 

The following important facts have been 
established by the prosecution: 

Eight handwriting experts have 
agreed that all of the letters preserved 
were written by Roland B. Molineux. 

Edmund Barnet, brother of the late 
H. C. Barnet swears the handwriting 
of the Barnet letters was not that of H. 
C. Barnet. 

The “H Cornish” letters were not 
written by the real Harry 8S. Cornish. 


The question put before the police and 
the District Attorney for solution was the 
motive for tho letters and their relation 
to the poisoning of Mrs. Adams and Bar- 
net. 

With the exception of the solitary missive 
from Molineux, from Newark, to which he 
affixed his own name, the letters were all 
sent elther from No. 1620 Broadway or from 
No. 2%7 West Forty-second street. Both 
places were private letter-box concerns 
patronized by persons who from various 
reasons did not wish their mail delivered 
at their homes or regular business ad- 
dresses, 

The manager of No. 237 West Forty-sec- 
ond street was Nicholas A. Heckman. The 
manager of 1620 Broadway was Joseph 
Koch, 

Both places were in the reighborhood of 
the New York and Knickerbocker Athletic 
Clubs, of which Molineux, Cornish and Bar- 
net were members. 

Heckman has testified that he rented a 
lecter-box on ‘May 27, 1898, to a man calling 
himself H. C. Barnet. 

He positively identified Molineux as the 
person who rented the Barnet box. 

An attempt was made to discredit Heck- 
man’s evidence in advance of the trial by 
accusing him of having been indicted for 
political bribery here in 1884. He was dfs- 
missed from the postal service at that time, 
it is alleged, ”“because he absented himself 
without leave to electioneer. 

Heckman swears the real Barnet bore no 
resemblance to the man that rented the 
box. He does this on the strength of pho- 
tographs and accurate descriptions of the 
real Barnet. 

Mr. Koch swears that the man who rented 
a box at his place under the name of H. 
Cornish ig not the Harry 8. Cornish shown 
to him by the police. 

Sage is easy to speculate concerning 
these mafters, the fact remains that no 
evidence except that of Koch has been 
disclosed which tends to connect Molineux 
directly-with the renting of the boxes. The 
missing link is Koch's identification of 
Molineux as the man who inquired about 
renting a box a week before the bogus 
H. Cornish appeared and rented the box 
Molineux, according to Koch, said he 
was acting for a friend who wished to 
rent a private mail box. Net came the 
false Cornish, supposedly ‘“‘the friend,” 
and rented the box. In this view of the 
case he was the accomplice of Molineux. 

The letter sent to Dr. Burns of New 
York from No. 6 Jersey street, Newark, 
N. J., where Molineux was employed, 
June 1, 1898, signed “‘Roland Molineux,” 
was written on a sheet of paper stamped 
with a crest of three silver crescents in- 
tertwined. 

The letter sent by Molineux to Dr, Les- 
ser bore the crescents. 

One of the letters signed Barnet bore 
this same crest of the intertwined silver 
crescents. 

The police regard th's as strong circum- 
stantial evidence against Molineux. The 
same kind of paper was used by Mamie 
Meland, a giri who was employed under 
Molineux in the Rayolds color factory, at 
Bayonne. 

There also came to “H. Cornish,” 
No. 1620 Broadway, a letter, on the enve- 
lope of which was stamped the business 
card of Stearns & Co., Detroit, Mich. This 
letter was probably delivered to “H, Cor- 
nish’ or his representative, for it van- 
ished. But when it was received Koch 
took a note of the card on the envelope. 
Subsequently he notified the police, who 
communicated with Stearns & Co., and 
from them learned that they had written 
to “H. Cornish” in answer to a letter 
from him.

Co. forwarded to the New 
York police the letter which they had 
received from “‘H. Cornish.” It was in 
the characteristic handwriting of all of 
the bogus Cornish and Barnet letters. The 
writer applied to Stearns & Co. for in- 
formation about Alvin A. Harpster, 
saying:

When Harpster was shown the letter of 
“Cornish” to Stearns & Co., he said it was 
in the handwriting of Felix J. Gallagher 
of Brooklyn, a clerk at the Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club. This was denied by Galla- 
gher. The police showed Gallagher to Heck- 
man and Koch, and neither identified him 
as any person who had ever rented letter 


compared the handwriting of the Harpster 
letter with that of Gallagher and said there 
was no resemblance. The police then said 
GaNagher was eliminated from the case. 
Nor was Harpster connected with the case 
by the police. It was alleged he had told 
a friend that any mail for him (Harpster) 
might be addressed to No. 160 Broadway, 
but Harpster denied this. 

The connection between the private letter 
boxes with their bogus letter writers and 
the packages of pojson which were actually 
sent to Cornish and Barnett is, according 
to the police and the District Attorney, as 
follows: 

First—The handwriting experts have 
stated, eight of them, that the handwrit- 
ing on the package eent to Cornish and on 
the letters sent from Koch's and Heck- 
ran’s agencies was all by one and the same 
person, and that that person was Roland 
B. Molineux, 

The poison package sent to Cornish was 


The point about it is that it was sample 
package. It was cyanide of potassium 
packed in the top of a bottle of bromo 
seltzer. 

Second—Barnet was polsonef by cyanide 
of mercury packed in the top of a sample 
package of Kutnow powder. The wrap- 
per on this package was destroyed before 
suspicion was aroused. 

Third—Molineux, under his own name, 
wrote for a sample package of a proprie- 
tary medicine. The letter was mailed from 
the color factory of Morris Herrman & Co., 
6 Jersey street, Newark, where Molineux 
was employed as superintendent. He also 
communicated with Dr. Steger and Dr. A. 
M. Lesser about drugs. 

Fourth—The only known use to which the 
bogus Barnet put his letter box at Heck- 
man's was requests for sample medical 
packages. All of the business known to 
have been transacted by the false Cornish 
through Koch's agency, with the exception 
of the Harpster letter, related to sample 
medical packages. Both boxes were hired 
nder false names, thus showing a nefarious 
scheme or purpose.

A FATHER'S PITIFUL PLEA 


Although His Son Stabbed Him Five 
Times and Ran Away, He Wants 
Him Protected,

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. Nov. 18.—One of 
the strangest and most pathetic appeals 


ever made to the police department of this 
city was received in a circular given be- 
low. The story is told in the following 
dispatch from Larwill, Ind., which appeared

John Helfrich of Larwill, Wabash Coun- 
ty, was stabbed by bis son to-day, and now 
les at the point of death as the result 
of his injuries. The elder Helfrich di- 
rected his son to do some work, but ina- 
Stead of obeying the young ran off and 
went to a ball game. Upon the boy's re 
turn the father attempted to punish him. 
Young Helfrich drew a knife and stabbed 
bis father five tiwes. lie then made his 
eeacape, and has not been captured The 
elder Helfrich is in a precarious condition, 
and bas little chance of recovery.

‘During the hot weather, a great deal of the filth coming 
down from Chicago via the lllinois and Michigan Canal dries 
up, is absorbed into the thirsty soil, and fails to reach the 
Mississippi. 

But with the fall rains, the canal is flushed. St. Louis’ 
water supply gets the flushings and is polluted by a mass of 
germs and their accompanying ptomaines which, coupled with 
favorable atmospheric conditions, cannot fail to cause an un- 
usual amount of sickness in users of the contaminated water. 

When the Drainage Canal] is opened, its abundant fiow will 
bring down the whole of Chicago’s sewage continuously. We 
shh! get the flushings all the time. Nothing we can do will 
save us from the results of such conditions, except to change 
our source of water-supply, at an enormous cost. 

Now is the time for preventive measures. It will be too 
late when the canal is opened.

WOMEN LESS CRIMINAL THAN MEN. 


In the November Humanitarian, Prof. Mantegazza gives 
Statistics, taken from prison and other records, showing that 
women are less addicted to crime than men are. 

Summing up, the Professor says that, for the whole of Eu- 
rope, the crimes of women are one-fifth those of men. 

This contradicts the assertions of some recent sociological 
Writers who, because women are more emotional than men, 
have assumed that the weaker sex is more susceptible to crim- 
inal influences. : 

Prof. Mantegazza's conclusions are partly accounted for by 
the fact that many crimes are not of an emotional origin, 
but due to economic conditions. There are statutory crimes 
and misdemeanors that the breadwinner of a family is tempt- 
ed to commit,.but which women, in their usual sphere, would 
not find alluring. 

Allowing for this, however, the fact seems to be that 
woman is more law-abiding than man. This being so, it be- 
hooves her to do her utmost to bring about such condi- 
tions that her male partner in the life struggle shall become 
her equal in the scale of right living. The future is largely 
with woman in this, as in all the concerns of society.

IOWA INDIANS STILL DEVOTED 
TO QUEER CUSTOMS. 


THEY LIVE A LIFE OF EASE, 


Without the Slightest Musical ita Their Fine Lands Are Tilled by 
| 


Whites While They Spend Their 
Time in Grunting. 


INGALIS. O. T., Nov. 18.—Most of the 
78 remnants 8f the once powerful lIowas 
live on their allotments near Perkins, O. T. 
They are not men with the hoe, as most 
of their choice lands are either uncultivated 
or else tilled by the whites. They employ 
their time in eating, sleeping, dancing, 
grunting, visiting and worshiping. They 


consider all the various doings—including 
horse racing and trading squaws—as relig- 
ious ceremonies, 

Their religion is a grotesque mixture of 
paganism and Christianity. They are 4ar- 
dent sun-worshipers, calling often upon Je- 
sus, who they say is in the glorious orb 
of day. They believe in splirituai horses, 
dogs and evergreen prairies where no trou- 
blesome white man or bad Indian can mo- 
lest them, 

Bill Dole, a very unctuous old limb of the 
expiring tribe, said: “I have ll squaws an 
papooses up there, and lots of spotted 
ponies eating grass up there on the ever- 
green prairies. I can see them on every 
cloudless day.’ Bill, however, got mar- 
ried again last week to a four-times wid- 
ow. Most of their wigwams are adorned 
with gorgeously colored pictures of scrip- 
tural scenes. 

Still they persist, In spite of having been 
notified repeatedly not to do so, In deposit- 
ing their dead on the surface of the earth. 
The graveyard in the old, deserted lowa 
Indian village on Bear Creek, Linco.n Coun- 
ty, is a disgusting, sickening boneyard. 
Gluttonous turkey buzzards and irreverent 
hogs fignt over the remains. 

Dag Tohee, a lineal descendant of the 
2000-year-old royal Tohee family, officiates 
as chief of the little tribe. He looks very 
dignified, never gets drunk nor trades wives 
and is not much of a liar. His brother 
Dave, however, seems to be the black sheep 
of the Tohee family. Hix sixth squaw died 
last spring, and aster howling seven nights 
around her dead house he put a $2 marble 
cross near her resting place and began 
preparations for a union with squaw No. 7. 

The lowas delight to drink a slightly in- 
toxicating concoction made of corunenens 
and boiled corn, sumach berries, sugar an 
wild onions. After gulping down coplous 
draughts of the beverage they get exceed- 
ingly happy and talk about the good times 
coming, when only good lowas will inhabirc 
the whole of Oklahoma, 

Getting some of the white man’s educa- 
tion is one of their greatest hardships. The 
young lowas, ‘“‘like snails, crawl to sechool.”’ 
They play sick, and sometimes even dead, 
to keep from attending. The older consider 
the younger ones martyrs during school 
hours and often help them to evade the 
task. Two years ago they induced the In- 
dian department to allow them to have a 
school right 2t home. They had a costly 
building erected and several teachers were 
hired, but, alas! only about six juvenile red- 
skins attendeti the school. 

The lowas hate working on the roads even 
worse than any other kind of labor. Efeht 
of them started on a protracted visit to Ne- 
braska last summer, simply to escape from 
working three days on the roads which 
they travel more than any white man. 

They regard all physical and other ai)l- 
ments the work of “imps within’ and 
take strong emetics and vomit the evil 
spirits through the knot holes into hollow 
trees. This sort of faith cure nrocess al- 
ways seems to make them fee! a)! right for 
a while.

This was, the day following 
his arrest, and until he was taken to the 
penitentiary, four months later, curious 
ones called at the Four Courts and looked 
at the impassive young man. Thousands 
saw hi the country was flooded with his 
pictures, but there was none to come for- 
ward and say, “I know this man.” 

Three persons were known to be in pos- 
The list of known 
has been lengthened by two names since 
that time. When “Smith’ was convicted 
Judge Madill knew his name. His attor- 
ney, Jesse A. McDonald, knew it, and he 
knew it himself. 

The other twe are in Jefferson City. and 
even here there is more mystery. It is stated 
that his mother and sister live in St. Louis 
and that they frequently wrote to him, 
always’ addressing him as John Smith. In 
replying to his mother Smith one day gave 
the letter to a trusty to quietly slip into 
the maii box. The prisoner turned the let- 
ter over to an officer of the prison. These 
two know her name. Neither the name of 
the officer nor that of the trtisty will be 
divulged bv the prison authorities, 

‘“Smith’s’’ description in the hands of the 

Olice is: Age, 22 years; weight, 156 pounds; 
build, medium stout; ‘height, 5 feet 10% 
inches; hair, dark brown; eyes, light haze}: 
nativity, American; wears’ gold-rimmed 
Spectacles, 

The inactivity of prison life has reduced 
his weight somewhat, and instead of being 
smooth shaven, he has grown a full brewn 
beard. 

His demeanor in the penitentiary has been 
as calm and unruffied as it was in the City 
Jail. He evinces surprise at nothing: he 
is interested in everything, yet in nothing. 
He is polite, soft in manner and speech, 
yet reticent as ever. 

A Post-Dispatch representative called his 
attention yesterday to the fact that on 
Monday he would be a free man. He 
smiled at this, but made no reply. 

“Will you not be glad?"’ he was asked. 

“Oh certainly,’ he answered, easily. 

“Will you return to St. Louis?’ 

“IT cannot say.” 

“Will you tell your name, 

‘“‘Nobody is interested in me. 
he walked away. 
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The attempt to rob the Union Trust Co. 
through its president, Judge Madill, was 
one of the coolest piecee of criminal work 
ever performed in St. Louis. For a time 
it was thought to have been the effort of 
an insane man. But those who later came 
to John Smith and read the quiet intelli- 
gence in his eye and manner aé¢cepted the 
conviction that it was the act of a des- 
perate man, who needed the money for a 
desperate purpose. 

Judge Madil]l sat in his private office in 
the banking room of the Union Trust Co. 
all of Tuesday morning. Jan. 25, 1898. His 
Whole attention was directed to the ex- 
amination of some reports before him. He 
did not notiee a tall, well-dressed young 
man enter the room. He was startled te 
hear a voice at his elbow say, ‘‘Give me 
$5000."" 

President Madill is a cool, courageous 
man, and he sat very still, but looked hard 
at the young man. 

“What was that you said?’ he asked, 
quietly. 

“T said give me $5000 at once and here's 
a letter that will back me up. If that 
doesn’t maybe this will,” and he pulled a 


revolver from his pocket. 

“Put the weapon up. 
for violence. Take a seat.’ 

The young robber returned the revolver 
to his pocket and sat down, keeping a 
stern eye on. the banker. Judge Madill 
opened his letter and read: 

“Mr. Madill—I have been employed to 
come here on a most unusual errand, which 
though very distasteful, is very urgent. To 
save words, I have tried to put the nature 
of my business in writing, which I want 
you to read from beginning to end before 
making any comments, for the end may 
seem brighter than the beginning. -I will 
teli you now that I stand ready to blow 
your brains out if you make the slightest 
outcry, 30 I warn you not to do go. 

“Mr. Madill, I have been employed to 
murder you by two people whom I suppose 
will benefit richly by your death, for they 
have offered me $5000 to kill rou 
It was planned to kill you at night, but 
before committing such a crime I decided 
to first come here and give you a chance 
to save your life. I am a desperate man— 
desperate for money, and when I tell you 
that I must have that money to save my 
life you will understand why I am willing 
to commit murder and take a chance at the 
gallows to get it. 

“Mr. Madill, I do not want (underscored 
twice) to kill you. I am doing this for 
money only, and if you want to save your 
life there is but one method, and that is 
by advancing me $5000. I am not a common 
criminal, Mr. Magill, and do not wish to 
either kill or rob you, and if you pay me 
this money and promise not to prosecute 
me I will promise you upon the honor of 
a man to repay every cent of it to you. 

“Mr. Madill, I think you understand the 
situation. It is a matter of money or death. 
If you want your life spared say so. If 
not way so, and may God be with your soul 
if you say no.” 

The letter was not signed. 

As Judge Madill raised his eyes from the 
letter they fell upon Festus Wade, the 
real estate man, who was just entering 
the building. Rising to his feet he said to 
his visitor: 

“Five thousand dollars is a great deal of 
money, young man, but I will go get. it 
for you. Sit here until I return.” 

The Judge walked out of his private of- 
fice and managed to collide with Mr. Wade. 
In an undertone he told that gentleman to 
summon an officer in all haste. Mr. Wade 
telephoned from PFighth and Olive streets 
to Chief Desmond to send two men to 
Seventh and Olive streets where he would 
meet them, 

When Judge Madill passed Mr. Wade he 
proceeded downstairs to the safe deposit 
department and remained there. 

he young man waited in the private of- 
fice a long while and becoming impatient 
stepped into the corridor as though search- 
ing for Judge Madill. He leaned on the 
—, of Cashier Knox’s desk. Half an 
hour later Detectives Badger and Tracy ar- 
rived and after conference with Mr. Wade 
moved across the street. The young man 
saw them and retreated to the rear of the 
building. he detectives followed him and 
cornered him at the end of the corridor. 
He tried to draw a revolver, but was dis- 
armed and handcuffed. Judge Madfll was 
summoned and the man was taken in his 
private office, where he was questioned 
“egy an hour without result. e refused 
to tell who he was or where he lived or 
how he knew Judge Madill or why he made 
the attempt to rob him. 

When searched $5.30 was found upon him, 
but no letters or papers. 

He refused to testify at the trial and no 
person knows the motive that prompted 
the attempt at robbery.

to prevail extensively along the river front, 
where men are employed to unload mer- 
chandise from the various boats, 
Prominent in the list of these contrac- 
tors is alleged to be William Fields, for 


whom a Federal warrant was issued yes- 
terday. He is charged with having issued 
checks ta his laborers which are payable 
only at certain saloons. The names of the 
complainants are withheld by the ofticiais 
for the ;wesent. 

lt is alieged that Fields, who hired about 
20 men and agreed to give them $1 a day, 
only allowed them 90 cents, tendering the 
balance with a brass check, good for drinks 
at a certain saloon. 

The information was filed by Assistant 
United States District Attorney Hitchcock 
and is based on a section of the Federal 
Statutes reading asa fo.lows: 

Section 3583. No person shall make, iasue, cir- 
culate or pay out any note, check, merorandum, 
tokeu or other obligation for a less sum than one 
dollar, intended to circulate as money or to be 
received or used in lieu of lawful money of the 
United States; and every person 60 offending shal] 
be fined pot more than tive hundred dollars or im- 
prisoned not more than six months, or beth, at 
the discretion of the court. 

More arrests will follow in a few days, 
as evidence has been procured’ against 
three others. 

It is believed that several hundred men 
are affected by the practice in operation 
and ‘Mr. 
is determined to prosecute to the full ex- 
tent of the law. He understands the 
‘grafting’ has been going on for several 
years. 

“It is a@ tyrannical scheme,’’ he said to 
the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘and when the amount 
thus filched from the workingman is consid- 
ered you can realize what the aggregaie 
is in the course of a year. 

‘‘Men are forced against their wish to pa- 
tronize saloons speciahy designated on the 
brass checks they receive, and am in- 
formed they have at times been drugged in 
them. 

‘We all know the character of a levee 
saloon, and when a man is through his 
day’s work he is not anxious ‘to spend 10 
or even 5 per cent of his wages at those 
places. 

“The contractor, as I learn, has an un- 
derstanding wits the proprietor of a sa- 
loon and gets what is termed a ‘rake off’ 
on the proceeds, 

“When a boat anchors at the wharf an 
agreement is entered into with one of the 
contractors to remove the freight. He pays 
his men on an average W cents an nour 
and deducts the sum mentioned from their 
earnings, giving them in lieu thereof the 
saloon check. This is clearly a violation 
of the law and it has been carried on to @ 
remarkable extent in St. Louls. 

“We have experienced considerable diffi- 
culty in securing witnesses, as the men de- 
clare they would not be re-employed if 
they testified against the contractors. Our 
efforts have oniy started and we ‘propose 
to suppress the system so widely practiced 
in this district.” 

The question whether an employer can 
tender his employe checks of the descrip- 
tion referred to has been a subject of con- 
tention in the State and Federal courts for 
rears. 
*"The law has almost invariably been sus- 
tained as eae a — or punish- 

ent meted out to the violators. 

The Missouri State Supreme Court made 
an exceptional ruling several years ago on 
the same question and a strong dissenting 
opinion was rendered by Juage Shepard 
barcley. The case at issue was that of 
the State against W. H. Loomis, a wealthy 
mine owner of Macon County. ‘The min- 
ers were paid in A a which they pro- 
tested was unlawful, 

Loomis’ checks read substantially that 
he would pay bearer the value of his order 
at one of the local stores of which he was 
supposed to be the proprietor. Nothing 
was mentioned about the checks circulating 
elsewhere or being good at any other store. 

In the minds of a majority of the Su- 
preme Judges Loomis acted within his legal 
rights and the State could not prevent him 
from tendering the checks, inasmuch as 
they were in the form of a*contract, and to 
do so would be interfering with the freedom 
of a contract. 

Other State courts have taken a different 
view of the subject, and the United States 
Supreme Court has upheld the law cited 
at the beginning of this article. 

Judge Barclay’s dissent was couched In 
positive terms and was copied throughout 
the country. He has followed it with 
elaborate articles tm several of the law 
magazines.: In a recent article, after re- 
viewing the decision indirectly, he says: 

“The strength-of the judiciary to-day Hes 
in the confidence of the people, the oe gag 
dge of which is a priceiess comfort to 
al a faithful worker in the fleld. The 
people, we believe, approve the use of ju- 
dicial power to enforce the distinct guatan- 
ties of private right contained in our con- 
stitutions; but we are greatly mistaken if 
they will long tolerate a construction of that 
dccument which in effect leaves the ques- 
tion of validity of a law to depend on even 
the most eminent judge's view of its pro- 
priety or reasonableness. 

“So far, there has been no serious open 
revulsion of public opinion against the wide 
extension of power which some of the cases 
seem to assert in the direction indicated. 
tut it will not be long before the Vigilant 
spirit of American thought will begin to 
suggest a halt in further progress of that 
sort. It will be well for the judiciary, as 
the strong conservative influence in our 
government, to call the halt itself. If it 
does not, its present powerful influence for 
good will be found to wane. 

“A court should always be an exemplar 
of willing obedience to the law. It should 
be no less ready to recognize the Hmita- 
tions on its own authority than to enforce 
the restraints of law upon others. If the 
principles of American free government are 
to maintain their supremacy and the evolu- 
tion of political wisdom is to keep pace 


with the evolution of material prosperity—~- 


if the gradeur of our civie power is to ri. 
val the glory of our arms, the judicary 
must practice the lesson of self-restraint 
which is ¢he beauty and the strength of 
our American liberty.”’ 

Judge Barclay stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that the ‘‘check svstem'"’ tn use by many 
employers is a crying evil and the Federal 
authorities have taken a wise step to pre- 
vent it by instituting criminal prosecution.

They have beer regarded as 
religious and political fanatics, but fairly 
ood farm hands. Some months ago they 
ired out to work for Thomas Curt.s, one 
of the wealthiest farmers in that section 
of the country. He is a deacon in the 
Free Will Baptist Church, one of his sons 
is studying for the ministry, and another, 
married, preaching. The entire family are 
extremely zealous in church work, and have 
always contributed liberally to religious en- 


terprises. 

ot long after may 
working for Curtis, bi 
companied by a couple of women, 
they claimed to be their wives, ap 
at the Curtis homestead, saying tnat 
Lord had sent them to Curtis, and 
he was commanded to provide for 
worldly wants.

COL. HOAGLAND INSPECTS THE 
INDIANAPOLIS PLAN. 


HE SAYS IT IS BEST OF ALL. 


He Is Seeking to Regulate All Curfew 
Ordinances So That None of Them 
Shall Become Oppressive. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. : 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 18.—Col. Alex- 
ander Hoagland of Louisville, Ky., the au- 
thor of the curfew law as applied in this 
city, is at the Occidental Hotel. 

Col. Hoagiand says that the curfew law 
is growing in popularity and that Indian- 
apolis has not only the best one, but has it 
administered better than any other city 
in the world. He says the work of the as- 
sociation is as much in the line of killing 
odious curfew laws as it is in establish- 
ing new ones. He says, in most communi- 
ties, when it 's seen that some thing of ihe 
kind is needed the councilg generally pass 
such strict ones that they become oppres- 
sive and obnoxious, and the result is that 
within.a short time they are repealed and 
do incalculable harm to a good curfew law 
when it is sought to have it established in 
those places. He says in many places he 
found it specified that fines of $2 would 
be assessed againsi children, even up to 
the age of 18, when caught out after § 
o'clock at night. He has f{navariably lent 
his efforts to having a fine of $1 fixed as 
the maximum, and then only applied after 
children have been repeatediy taken home 
by policemen. He says it is not designed 
to make the law oppressive nor to create 
a revenue in fines. but simply to keep the 
children from the contaminating influences 
of the street after dark. 

He says the association, which has here- 
tofore directed its efforts to securing the 

assage of ordinances In different cities, 

as reached the conclusion that the work 

can be better and more quickly done by 
dealing with Leg'‘slatures hereafter, anc 
five laws have been drafted by the associ- 
ation which will ask each State in the 
Union to pass them when the next Legis.a~ 
ture meets. In brief they are as follows: 

1. Compelling officials of cities, towns 
and villages to detain and restore to their 
nomes truant and tramping boys and girls. 

2. To imprison all youths apart from old 
criminals. 

3. To open a free public intelligence of- 
fice In the respective cities, towns and vil- 
lages in each county of the State for the 
purpose of assisting youths in securing 
hemes or employment for themselves or 
through the'r parents. 

4. To protect children in the homee of 
dissipated, vicious and immoral parents. .

WOMEN AS INVENTORS 


> 


HAVE TAKEN OUT MANY USEFUL 
PATENTS IN LATE YEARS. 


GOOD PROFIT IN THEIR IDEAS. 


Seventy-five Per Cent of the Articles 
First Made by Women and Ser- 
viceable and Bring Money. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Men acquainted 
with the fleld say that fully 75 per cent o1 
the patents taken out by women in the last 
five years are yielding profitable returns. 


The woman who invented satchel-bottomed 
paper bags, for instance, had an offer of 
$20,000 for the patent before she left Wash- 
ington. A simple glove buttoner is bring- 
ing to the woman inventor an income of 
$5000 a yedr. A woman clerk in a department 
store invented a parcel delivery system 
which netted substantial returns. One New 
Engiand miliiner, herself an inventor, en- 
joys the right to several patents that rep- 
resent the ingenuity of the woman opera- 
tives in her employ. She shares profits 
with the inventors, and one of the devices 
first put in operation in this factory brings 
in $20,000 a year. 

It often happens that a woman employe, 
from familiarity with the machinery or 
business methods in use, thinks out some 
time and labor saving scheme. She shows 
the model to the manager of her depart- 
ment. He tells the firm of its merits and 
they arrange with the employe for the ex- 
clusive use of the invention. The employe 
goes on quietly with her work in the store 
or mill. The public never hears of her, but 
success has been a stimulus, and she keeps 
on the lookout for further inventive oppor- 
tunity. 

Much of woman’s present activity in in- 
ventions is ascribed to the better educa- 
tional facilities now obtainable. The col- 
lege standard is high, and popular courses 
in sioyd and manual training have taught 
women to use their hands as well as brains. 
Notwithstanding this a large proportion of 
the more successful women inventors are 
those who have had only medium or limited 
educational advantages, but have heen daily 
tollers in the various lines Of industry. A 
Rhode Island woman invented an improved 
button-hole-cutting machine that measures 
the distance between the button holes auto- 
maticaiiy, with much profit and convenience 
to garment makers. A lock with 3000 com- 
binations is a woman’s invention, also a 
letter box for the outside of homes that 
shows a signal when there is a letter in- 
side for the postman to collect, an inven- 
tion now in constant use. A woman has 
just perfected a valuable apparatus for re- 
moving wool from skins by electricity, 
showing that women are quick to adopt 
the modern facilities of the age to prac- 
tical purpose. 

A Californ-a woman whose first. invention 
in early youth was a corset has lately 
patented several inventions. The South has 
yielded several inventions relating to res- 
ervoirs and Irrigation. 

The Northwest, the Middle and the Bast- 
ern States have produced the most active 
women inventors. The South has yielded 
the fewest number, but the Southern wom- 
en who have entered the field at all have 
been financialiy successful. Two import- 
ant aids to agriculture were the invention 
ofan Alabama woman. A working woman 
in- North Carolina succeeded with a cul- 
inary invention. A Florida matron pat- 
ented a useful car-heating apparatus. A 
Texas woman invented a novel folding tent, 
and another Southern woman a finger-ex- 
ercising device, of value to musicians. A 
Western widow patented a method of de- 
sulphurizging ores; another invented a com- 
position solder of use to metal workers. 

Women inventors from the big cities have 
a@imost invariably patented articles pertain- 
ing to the elegance of dress and house fur- 
nishings. Those from the country districts 
and villages have been active in the way 
of dress-drafting patterns, novel devices 
for adjusting portieres and curtains, and 
patents useful in the manufacture of artis- 
cic goods. Many facilities for clerical use 
hase been patented by city women, such 
as safety envelopes’ tmproved typewriting 
appliances, copy holcaers, letter openers, etc, 
Most of these women were employed art 
eome time as clerks In business offices and 
felt the lack of conveniences which they 
afterward supplied. 

A number of women aechoo!l teachers are 
successful inventors, and have patented ed- 
ucation systems and devices; also, kinder- 
garten implements, erasers, achool bags and 
Women from the emall towna 
in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Dakota and [Ili- 
nois have been prolific in inventing house- 
hoid comveniences—washing and cleaning 
apparatus, facilities for ganitation, ger- 
ment binding, shields, fastenings and dress 
improvements, New England women have 
brought out attachments and improvements 
that have to do with saddles, harnesses and 
vehicles, the needs of barn and gar- 
den, They have invented butter workers, 
plumbing appliances, brushes for cleaning, 
and fire kindling compositions: toys, games, 
puzzies and amusement knick-knacks,

SOME MEN MAKE $1000 A DAY. 


All the Mining So Far Has Been Dons 
by the Use of the Rocker and 
the Crudest Appliances. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—William D. Johns 
writes an interesting letter to the Recora 
from Cape Nome, the geld field of Alaska, 
in which he says: 

“Where a year ago was only a bare wind- 
swept beach in Bering Sea—one of the most 
desolate places to be found on earth. be- 
side which the interior Yukon COuLtry has 
a fine climate—there lis 
“Ww people surrounded by some of the rich- 
est placer diggings the world has seen. 

“At the water's edge along the beach and 
back to the tundra, averaging about 150 feet 
in width, there, has been taken out $2,000,000 
worth of gold with rocker washing in the 
crudest way, Many without copper ‘plates 
and quicksilver, and with anything théy 
could make in the shape of a rocker. The 
tailings of these men are now in piaces be- 
ing worked over and pay good wages. 
These diggings, which changed a camp of 
broken, ragged, discouraged men in a few 
days to one in which every man had money 
and making $100 a day, while some who 
Struck rich spots took out tuousands in a 
short time, exfend from about eight miles 
below Smoke River to about 37 miles up- 
stream, There is a barren streak extend- 
ing about 2 miles farther up, and above 
that the diggings are said to extend up to 
Cape Prince of Wales. At the mouth of 
Smoke River for about three miles the 
beach is exceptionally rich, 

One newspaper man who was flat broke 
Staked out a piece of ground 30 by 24 feet, 
and in eight’days with one rocker and the 
helf of four men whom he hired when he 
found he had it rich took out $6200. One 
man who struck a rich spot rocked out $17W 
inaday. ‘Missouri Bill’ and another wel]- 
known Dawsonite took advantage of a very 
low tide and went away out, carrying the 
dirt on a hand-barrow up to the higher 
beach to rock it. Their day’s work gave 
them—two men—$2200 and proved that 
the deposit runs out under the ocean. When 
this shall be worked in quantities by 
dredges, pumps and machinery, the yieid 
should be tremendous. Right in the town 
at the lower end in the grass roots of the 
tundra next the beach the dirt goes a 
dollar to the pan. Water in limitless quan- 
tities is close by and any mining man knows 
What this means when properly worked. 
This year some men rocked all along the 
beach in defiance of those who had staked 
the ground, but next year when the court 
comes in it is likely that they may be com- 
pelled to remain below highwater mark. 

The creeks are from five and twenty-five 
miles from Nome, Some of the best are 
within seven mileg, Anvil Creek has had 
clean-ups as high as $22,000 for 60 hours’ 
shoveling for two men. One is said to have 
cleaned up $260,000 for the season’s work. 
Snow Gulch, a tributary of Anvil Creek, is 
even richer. Dex Creek is good. On No. 9 
they cleaned up $16,000 with rockers in a 
short time. Although there was not water 
enough to sluice, and the expense of getting 
out supphes was high this year, the cost of 
taking it out was only $1000, or 6 per cent. 
On Anvil Creek the cost was but 5 per cent,

gut there is one curse on all these dis- 
tricts which will retard development and 
eventually throw the mines into the hands 
of a’ grasping few and prevent the indi- 
vidual miner from getting a claim for him- 
self.

Practically everything of value 
in the Cape Nome district was staked by 
six men. In the Bonanza district a larger 
number of men got in, but still an immense 
area was covered by a few. At Cape York 
one man has staked 20) and 300 claims. As 
these claims are large it can readily be seen 
that the people who come late can get no 
land that is thought to be valuable. 

Cape Nome is built stragglingly along the 
beach for a mile, and is now half as large 
as Dawson. This, despite the fact that 
building has been seriously retarded by the 
scarcity of lumber, which Is $200 per 1000 
feet, and little to be had at that high price. 
Town lots are held on the front street ut 
from $1000 to $10,000, according to loca- 
tion. As the ground is rich in gold the 
tenure of title {s likely to be uncertain, as it 
is staked for placer. There has been some 
jumping, but as a rule rights are respected. 
A good many are building now on the 
beach just above high water, claiming that 
the Government reserves 60 feet which 
cannot be located and so on this claim 
spatters’ rights. A court is badly needed 
here, and it is hoped an additional judge 
will be appointed for this district. 


DIVORCE MILL KEPT BUSY 


In Indiana Last Year There Was One 
Legal Separation to Every Seven 
Marriages. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 18.—In In- 
diana last year there 3483 divorces granted. 
During the snme space of time the county 
clerks issued 26,061 marriage licenses. This 
shows that out of every seven marriages 
there was one blank drawn, which the 
courts had seen fit to annul. 

This ie a worse showing than made for 
the previous year, when the average was 
but one tn 10. There are storm centers, of 
which the worst is Marion County, which 
includes Indianapolis. In that county the 
ratio is one divorcee to every four mar- 
riages. The same ratio is found in Madison 
and several other counties. In Fayette, a 
quiet agricultural community, there was 
but one divorce, and in Ohio, Scott, Orange 
and Switzerland the records are almost

HIGH PRICES NOT WARRANTED. 


Steady Trading, However, Justified 
Advances at the Close of the 
Week’s Dealing. 


Affected slightly by foreign openings, the 
market in the local pit would later break 
loose from any restraining influences and 
follow the dictates of the grain news of 
this country. 

The changes recorded in price were ex- 
tremely small, but of an upward charac- 
ter during the week, and as the general 
opinion of the pit was that there was noth- 
ing to warrant higher prices, the openings 
were usually the chief point of interest of 


each day’s trade. Later, when the course 
seemed to be entirely mapped out by the 
close of the foreign markets, the interest 
earlier exhibited would be found entirely 
lacking. 

At tne close of the week's trade, how- 
ever, there seemed to be much more to 
justify advances than there was at the 
end of the week before. The receipts at the 
grain centers of the Northwest are increas- 
ing slightly, but not nearly as rapidly as 
the bears predicted, and still are but little 
over half what they were a year ago. Lo- 
cal receipts are on the decrease in most of 
the grains. Some show a slight improve- 
ment. 

Wheat was of the most interest to the 
local trade last week. Corn had some at- 
tention, while in oats there was not a sale. 
In wheat the future to receive the most at- 
tention was December, though May showed 
great improvement. December opened at 
68c, a loss of %c since the close of the week 
before; the future rose to 69%4c for its high 
and fell to 67%c for its low. May opened 
at 72%c, a loss of %c; it made a high figure 
of 73%c to 73%c and a low of 72c. Decem- 
ber closed at 68%c to 69c; May closed at 
72%c to 7T3c. 

December corn opened at 30%c, made a 
low of 30c, a high of W%c, and closed at 
30%c. May opened at 3lc, fell to 30%c, ad- 
vanced to $8llec, closing at 31%c asked. 

December oats were figured only noml- 
nally. May was 24%c to A%c and 2c.

The threatened liquidation 
in December wheat is slow in coming, but 
we think, nevertheless, is bound to occur. 
There is fair margin for carries at the ex- 
isting difference, but there are some large 
lines of Deceniber wheat still long and 
property will seek a market Sbefore long 
now. The foreign markets show weakness, 
are above an export basis and see plenty of 
wheat coming their way. At home receipts 
of winter and spring wheat are falling off, 
and some complaint of insect life in winter 
wheat, but not numerously reported. The 
visible supply here promises to increase 
next week again. The drag on the market 
is the long interest in December wheat, 
which prevents any fresh buying. Prices 
wiil probably gradually wear away under 
pressure to place this property. 

Corn only needs a Moses to lead it out of 
the wilderness.

Receipts ight; country offerings are 
meager. Farmers are not selling with their 
usual freedom at this season of the year.

Still the action in 
corn, as compared to the steady decline in 
wheat, indicates inherent strength in the 
grain. 

Oats are strong in position as well as 
holding thelr own in price. There is_good 
cash and export demand. Quality of crop 
excellent and stocks do not increase as they 
were expected to. Prices will work higher. 


ACTIVE TRADING IN ST. LOUIS. 


Bulls and Bears Had Almost an Even 
Time of It. 

The week closed yesterday was on the 
whole the first really active one the St. 
Louis Stock Exchange has had for some 
time, and while the tendency of prices has 
not been so bullish as to keep pace with 
the markets in other cities, it must be re- 
membered that neither were they so bear- 


ish during the decline in New York. 
On the whole there have been few 
changes of note in any of the list, com- 
pared with those of last Saturday, most of 
them having taken place as ups and downs 
and seeking the same level after all. 

The list of banks shows more changes 
than any other, and in it, on an average, 
the changes show an advance. None of 
striking moment is noted, however. Street 
Railway securities are a few points lower, 
one or two, on the average perhaps, and 
the general list is about the same.

INTERNAL REVENUE DECISION. 


Relative to Mortgage, Both Chattel 
and Real. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Commissioner 
Wilson of the Interna] Revenue Bureau has 
decided an important

ges, both chattel and real. 

The question came up on a recent de- 
cision by Judge Woolson of the United 
States District Court at Keokuk, Io... who 
refused to allow a mortgage to be offered 
in evidence, because it was not stamped 
as a transfer. It appears that the mort- 
gage was given to secure the payment of a 
note, which note passed, by indorsement, 
through several hands. Judge Wilson de- 
clined to allow the mortgage to be intro- 
duced in evidence on the ground that it had 
not been stamped for each transfer. Com- 
missioner Wilson does not concur with 
Judge Woolson and takes the view that if 
the mortgage was stamped when first given 
it is not subject to the stamp tax, as these 
transfers were simply implied and not ex- 
ressed.

DEMAND FOR STOCKS FED WITH 
CONSTANT SUPPLY. 


SMALL RANGE OF PRICES. 


Bank Statement Followed by Slight 
Hardening at Points—Market Clos- 
ing Easy at Mixed Net Changes. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The notable thing 
in to-day’s stock market was the small 
range of prices considering the extent of 
the activity and the wide distribution of 
the dealings. There was a continuous de- 
mand during the whole of the two hours’ 
session, the demand was fed with a con- 
stant supply which looked like realizing 


and which held the market back from any 
advance, but which was discontinued on 
any signs of reaction. 

The absorption of Baltimore & Ohio pre- 
ferred continued on a large sca:e, and 
lifted the stock a point. Sugar was also 
notably strong as were the local traction 
shares and some of the metal stocks. Glu- 
cose rose 4%. Minneapolis and St. Louis 
preferred gained 2%. The large advance in 
Sugar invited active realizing, and Balti- 
more & Ohio was affected by the same 
cause. 

The bank statement was followed by a 
slight hardening at points,-but this did not 
last, and the market closed easy at mixed 
net changes. The recuperation in the pro- 
portion of bank reserves is almost wholly 
due to loan contractions. The sum of over 
$5,000,000, which has been paid to the mar- 
ket by the Subtreasury in the last three 
days for bond redemptions, seems to find 
almost no reflection in the statement. On 
the other hand, the showing of loan con- 
traction is believed to be exaggergated, as 
that process came early in the period cov- 
ered by the statement, and so figures in 
the average for the week. 

The banks have been lenders during the 
latter part of the week of sufficient sums 
to largely offset the earlier contraction. 
While the statement seems to understate 
the cash gains and to overstate the loan 
reduction, the reduction of the deficit in 
reserves met expectations. 

The sensitiveness of the stock market to 
developments in the money situation which 
has been its characteristic for some time 
past, was emphasized during this week. The 
circular of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
offered to redeem $25,000,000 of government 
bonds at Wednesday's market price, was 
issued after trading had ceased on Wednes- 
day, but it was the occasion, at the opening 
on Thursday, for an outburst of animation 
and a buoyant rise in prices and the stock 
market was dominated by this influence for 
the rest of the week. On Monday the open- 
ing liquidation in expectation of loan con- 
traction by the banks, incident to the in- 
crease in their deficit in surplus reserves, 
was promptly checked by the sudden drop 
in sterling exchange to near the gold import 
point, and the making ofr preliminary ar- 
rangements for shipments of gold from 
London. The local money market was also 
fed by a sporadic supply, due to a special 
railroad bond operation. But this casual 
supply of money had the effect of easing 
the money market so far as to affect the 
sterling exchange rate, which rose prompt- 
ly awav from gold import point, thus dis- 
appointing expectations of relief from that 
quarter and causing a reactionary tendency 
of stocks. The money situation bad im- 
proved by Wednesday by reason of small 
eash accretions from sundry sources and 
the relaxation in the demands of the sub- 
treasury on the local money supply. Under 
these conditions the stock market was ripe 
for an active speculative movement, which 
was precipitated by the appearance of the 
treasury circular. 

Sales to take profits were on a cons‘der- 
able scale, but wore eagerly absorbed and 
the large commitments madg in various 
stocks made it manifest that the fncreased 
money supply was being ravidly diverted to 
an expansion of credits for purposes of 
speculation fn stocks. rae 8 
The extent to which the treasury’s offer 
of bond redemption has been aljready 
availed cf is not easily explained In com- 
parison with the slight response to the of- 
fer to anticipate the fiscal vear’s govern- 
ment bond interest. Less than 8 per cent 
of the total amount of interest thus of- 
fered has been taken, notwithstanding the 
continuance of money stringency in New 
York. There has been some recent accumu- 
lation of @overnment bcnds bv New York 
hanking interests, partly In the hope that 
they would become ava'lable as security 
for additional government deposits ani 
partiv in the thhope that the government 
would commence buying bonds. There are 
many current rumors in Wall street. some 
of them extravagant. as to the extent of 
this accumulation. But however large the 
indivtdual holdings available for redemption 
nay it is evidently not the purpose of 
the holders to causa any violent revulsion 
in money rates by a sudden inflation of 
the moncy market. It is easilv emthered 
from utterances by ttreasurv officials that 
special efforts have been made by hastening 
audits and by prompt disbursements, to 
keep the available cash balance in the 
treasury below unwieldy proportions. Ry 
these means the exrenditures thus far this 
month are only about a million less than 
for the corresponding period last vear. 
when war expenses were still running 
hich. In snite of largely increased rece'pts 
this year, the month's treasury surplus has 
teen kent down to a nominal figure. 
is possible thet the process of 
forward government dishursements 
reached its limit and the bond redemption 
offer is desiened to offset a coming Increase 
in the current proportion of receipts over 
expenditures by the treasury.

Every leaf of the mystic white rose is a 
saintly face in profile, whose spirituelle 
beauty does not appear to the beholder un- 
til after a close study. This is truly In 
keeping with the mystic poem, The Rose of 
the Blessed is only appreciated in all its 
beauty after one has studied the Inferno 
and found ite Paradiso. 

A table talk followed upon the two mar- 
ble Davids of Florence, that of Donatello 
and Michael Angelo’s. Mrs. Andrew Mack- 
ay described Michael Angelo’s David, Mrs. 
J. J. Broderick ‘having seen it before it was 
moved, Miss Bayard, Mrs. Cardell and 
Mrs. Benedict also having etudifed both 
statues.
